Have  Faith  In  Yourself, 
Country,  Urges  Expert

Students  and  faculty  gave  rapt 
attention  to  George  I\Iardikian  at 
Monday’s  forum,  as  he  gave  them 
his  “Recipe  for  Success.” 
Mardikian,  an  Armenian  immi- 
grant who  has  become  one  of 
America’s  top  food  experts,  gave 
the  three-fold  recipe  as,  faith  in 
oneself,  faith  in  one’s  country  and 
greatest  of  all,  faith  in  God.  In 
addition  to  those  three  prime  in- 
gredients, the  speaker  stressed 
the  importance  of  hard  work. 

An  autobiography  written  by 
Mardikian,  called  “The  Song  of 
America,”  has  been  translated 
into  21  languages  and  distributed 
throughout  the  world.  The  U.  S. 
State  Department  bought  100,000 
copies  of  the  book  for  world  dis- 
tribution. 

Probably  the  most  striking 
thing  about  the  speaker  was  his 
wholehearted  devotion  to  the 
United  States.  He  related  experi- 


ences of  arriving  as  a boy  of  19, 
and  seeing  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
in  New  York. 

“God  was  smiling  when  he  made 
this  country,”  he  said. 

Having  become  wary  of  men  in 
uniform,  he  was  greatly  im- 
pressed when  the  immigration  of- 
ficers treated  him  with  courtesy 
and  respect. 

Relating  his  first  experiences  in 
America,  Mardikian  said  he  didn’t 
know  why  he  had  come  13.000 
miles  to  be  with  “this  bunch  of 
lunatics.”  Then,  the  morning  after 
he  arrivetl  he  went  for  an  early 
walk  and  saw  a street  sweeper 
singing  as  he  cleaned  the  street, 
and  two  policemen  who  smiled 
and  said  good  morning  to  him. 

He  saw  a driver  of  a milk  wag- 
on leave  his  milk  on  the  front 
porches  in  “plain  sight.”  A gar- 
bage cart  passed  with  the  work- 
ers singing  “Santa  Lucia,”  at  the 
top  of  their  voices. 

That  short  walk  was  enough  to 
convince  Mardikian  that  Ameri- 
cans were  “the  crazie.st  people  on 
earth.”  What  is  more,  it  con- 
vincerl  him  that  he  wanted  to  be 
'the  craziest  American  of  the 
bunch.”

Bicycle  Race  Planned 


A tentative  bicycle  race  has 
been  scheduled  for  BYU  students, 
and  international  students  in  par- 
ticular, to  be  run  in  April,  ac- 
cording to  Hans  Mussler,  vice 
president  of  the  International 
Club  and  chairman  of  the  bicycle 
event. 

The  race  has  been  in  prepara- 
tion for  over  a year  and'  will  in- 
volve participation  of  several  so- 
cial units  and  any  others  inter- 
ested. 

There  will  be  two  parts  of  the 
race,  one  for  men,  a five  mile  trek 
around  a marked  course  starting 
at  parking  lot  west  of  the  Cougar 


Stadium,  and  circling  around 
campus,  down  by  the  Grant  Li- 
brary, and  eventually  ending  at 
the  Cougar  Stadium.  There  will 
be  a 2t2  mile  course  for  girls. 

A trophy  will  be  awarded  to  the 
winning  organization,  and  auto- 
matically becomes  their  on  the 
third  consecutive  win. 

Organizations  will  send'  teams 
of  five  members  each,  and  any 
type  of  bike  may  be  entered. 
Handicaps  will  be  used,  but  bikes 
with  gears  are  almost  a necessity. 
Additional  details  are  to  be  re- 
leased later,  Bob  Mauzzy,  spokes- 
man for  the  group,  said.

Special  events  of  the  annual 
Invitation  Meet  have  produced 
some  interesting  stories— as  the 
1953  exhibition  performance  of 
Mel  Whitfield,  then  world  rec- 
ord holder  of  the  880  yd.  run 
with  a time  of  1:47.2.  Mel  came 
to  the  Y as  two-time  Olympic 
winner  of  the  800  meter  run. 

At  one  time  he  was  co-holder 


of  six  world  records,  mostly  in- 
door events.  At  the  Invitation 
Meet  he  won  the  880  in  1:53.7 
In  1956  BYU’s  Arlyn  Finlinson 
bettered  the  record  with  1:53.0. 

Truex  had  recorded  an  8:55.0 
two  mile  in  California,  which  is 
almost  a minute  under  the  9:41.9 
time  Raty  did  Saturday. 

Rafer  Johnson  was  to  have 
raced  Dave  Parker  and  Dick 
Millett  in  the  hurdles  in  the  oth- 
er special  event,  but  was  unable 
to  come  because  of  an  automobile 
accident  enroute  to  the  airport. 
No  word  has  been  received  con- 
cerning Johnson’s  personal  con- 
dition. 

The  decathlon  champion’s 
best  time  in  the  Low  Hurdles  is 
22:7;  set  in  UCLA  in  1956.  Last 
year  Millett  ran  a 22:9  in  a Sky- 
line meet,  just  two-tenths  under 
Johnson’s  record  time.
